Tue country has now before it the addresses of the 
three leading men of the Whig party to their respec- 
tive constituencies. Lord John Russell, Sir James 
Graham, and Lord Palmerston have all replied to 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. The three ad- 
dresses exhibit as close a family resemblance as 
might be expected in the productions of the joint 
authors of the recent Resolutions. Still each docu- 
ment has its peculiar feature. Sir James Graham 
boasts of his vote against Church rates. Lord John 
hints submission to the Ballot. Lord Palmerston is 
unlucky enough to dilate on the approaching Con- 


gress. 

We do not think that any of these addresses is 
worthy of the occasion, or is likely to diminish the 
disunion now existing in the Liberal ranks. They 
are all three of an evasive character They all treat 
the Reform question in the spirit of a special pleader. 
They tell us what we already know abundantly, that 
Lord Derby's Reform Bill was objectioziable in the 
points specified in the Resolution; but they do not 
tell us whether it was objectionable in other points 
of equal or greater importance. When Lord John 
Russell says of the Ballot “that is a question which 
must be decided by the growth and maturity of pub- 
lic opinion,” we are forced to ask, what is the mean- 
ing of this platitude? Every question, we presume, 
should be decided by the growth and maturity 
of public opinion; what is desired is to know whether 
public opinion is or is not mature for the Ballot : 
or whether Lord John’s mind is growing up 
to that measure. Again, Lord John says, truly 
enough, ': The absence of any provision to reduce 
the franchise in boroughs, and the hard line of separ- 
ation thus left between the middle orders and those 
who earn their livelihood by manual labour, would 
have tended to foster discontent, and make a war of 
classes.” But when we come to inquire what remedy 
Lord John Russell proposes for this defect in the

inclined to think, that will outweigh even the advan- 
tages of Lord John Russell's and Lord Palmerston’s 
advent to power. “The state of affairs on the 
Continent” continues the writer, “ makes it desirable 
that the voice of the British Parliament should be 
heard in defence at once of peace and of freedom.” 
“The present Adniinistration,” says Lord Palmer- 
ston, “ exhibits itself to Europe at the outset of an 


difference with Parliament, of whose assistance it 
will have deprived itself during what may be a critical 
period of the negotiation.” All very true. But what 
a pity that the force of these considerations escaped 
the attention of both the noble lords at the time when 
the “difference” was concocted! The lamb was cer- 
tainly very culpable in making the stream so turbid, 
but messieurs the wolves ought to have recollected 


sharply calling him to account. 

On the whole we prefer Sir James Graham's ma- 
nifesto to that of either of his colleagues. He states 
the question for the coming elections to be—“ Reform 
or No Reform: a Liberal policy, or. submission to 
Lord Derby.” The latter phrase of course is clap- 
trap, and may be hung up as a companion piece to 
é A Conservative policy, or an anarchy of discordant 
sections.” But the former, deficient as it is in the 
fulness and precision desirable at this juncture, is 
still a broader and more honest issue than’the stale and 
irrelevant queries of Lord Palmerston, “ whether the 
bill proposed by the Government was good or bad, and 
whether the Government were right in proposing 
such a bill, or whether the majority of the House of 
Commons were right in disapproving it?” Does not 
all this smack of the police-court attorney more than 
of the statesman? And does the noble lord think 
that reticence and evasion will be accepted by the 
Liberal party as a proof of capacity to lead them, or 
of earnestness in a good cause ? 


From a conversation that took place last night in 
the House of Commons, it seems that the disrepu- 
table practice of jury-packing is once more in the 
ascendant in Ireland. Like every other good thing 
that we know of, trial by jury has its drawbacks; 
and the greatest of its drawbacks perhaps is this, 
that you sometimes fail to convict by it persons 
whom it is very desirable to punish. That Mr. 
Daniel Sullivan, of Tralee, was deservedly convicted 
by the Protestant Jury that tried him we make not 
the smallest question, and we will go further and ad- 
niit that he might have possibly escaped had 
his jury been less select. But the thought that 
that occurs to us is that perhaps le jeu ne vaut pas 
la chandeWle ; the conviction was not worth the ugly 
means taken to procure it. Allow this practice of 
jury-packing to become a recognised feature of our 
criminal jurisprudence, and there is no saying how 
far it may extend. We may have future Attorney- 
Generals convicting respectable and upright citizens 


than to that of the British Isles. We are not 
such pedantic sticklers for constitutional rights and 
civil liberty that we would permit Phoenix clubs, or any 


otner confederations w threaten the safety ana pence of 
society. If any real danger were to be appréhended 
from these associations, we should be for meeting 
them with such exceptional legislation as England 
well knows how to apply on fit occasions. But 
underhand processes to obtain convictions we abhor 
as mean, impolitic, and demoralising. Among the 
eleven Roman Catholics that were set aside at 
Tralee, we find that there was a gentleman of 


set aside men of this character and social standing, as 
unfit to be trusted in a jury-box, is a gross outrage 
on the Catholic portion of the community. For it 
is to say that neither property, nor intelligence, nor 
social position, can elevate a man above a sympathy 
with the most noxious aad absurd delusions, if he be 
only a Roman Catholic. We are glad to see that the 


cipation in this impolitic and insulting prow 
cedure. “ No instructions,” said the right honourable 
gentleman, “ had been given to the Crown officers to 
exclude Roman Catholics from the jury, nor would 
any such course meet with their approval.” Mr. 
Vance did not help his friend Mr. Whiteside much 
by jobserving that “ Lord Castlerosse put the question 
solely to influence the Irish elections” ; and that “ the 
practice now objected to was adopted by the Whigs 
themselves, to obtain a conviction against Danic! 
O'Connell.” Very few weightier objections could be 
alleged against any Government than a tendency to 
tamper with the purity of our jury system, and thus 
to undermine the confidence that the Irish population 
is just beginning to place in the administration of 
British law. As tothe Crown prosecutions of former 
days, in Ireland, whether under Whig or Tory 
Governments, the less they are drawn into a pre- 
cedent for future law proceedings, the better. It is 
all very well for the Irish Attorney-General to be 
the Cheetah of a Parliamentary debate, but the 


hunting-tigers in our courts of justice. 


We regret to observe that another attack was 
made last night by Irish members on the Galway sub- 
sidy. Sir Stafford Northcote fully vindicated this 
subsidy a few evenings ago when he said, that “ the 
public interest required that the authors of new and 
valuable schemes should be rewarded, in order that 
others might be stimulated by their example.” It 
would have been much more becoming for the mer- 
chants of Cork and Limerick to have started Tran- 
satlantic steamers, while the enterprise was yet of 
doubtful success, from their own ports, than to now put 
forward their members in order to deprive G alway of 
the advantages she has fairly won.

tled by Lord John Russell,—had introduced into the 
House a Bill, the provisions of which were, to use the 
language of the noble historian, conspicuous by their 
presence and by their absence. It was a Bill, according 
to this authority, by which the counties were to be 
deprived of their most liberal element, and the addition 
of £10 occupiers was treated as a poison for which 
an antidote was required. Not only this, but by 
the absence of any provision to reduce the franchise in 
boroughs ‘a hard line of separation was continued be- 
tween the middle classes and those who ewn 
their liviihood by manual labour; all which 
tended to foster discontent and make a war of classes. 
Thus the Whig narrative supplies the provocation in 
respect to which the Tory historian has been silent. 
Those wicked Ministers had introduced a bill tending to 
reaction, and then to fevolution ; first to a despotism of 
landoWne#s, and then to a war of classes. Not one word 
of this Bill appears in Mr. Disraeli’s address ; and the 
future student who should attempt to learn from his 
- address the history of the blow which paralyzed his Go- 
vernment would rise from his studies without any sus- 
picion that Reform in Parliament had been a topic dis- 
cussed under the Derby Administration, or that it had 
entered into the merits or demerits of that Cabinet. We 
may, perhaps, be allowed to apply to this address the ex- 
ression invented by Lord John Russell, and say that 
{r. Distaeli’s mention of Reform in Parliament is only 
conspicuous by its total absence. Having thus supplied 
the omitted provocation, Lord John Russell proceeds to 
aint in somewhat different colours the character 
of the Opposition who inflicted the blow which that 
rovocation induced. What Mr. Disraeli called a Par- 
iamentary majority, composed of discordant sections, 
Lord Joba Russell more distinctly terms two-thirds of 
the House of Commons. So far from there being no 
unity of sentiment among this majority, we are told hy 
the Íater writer that they were agreed as to the requisites 
of a good bill of Reform; and that between the most 
eminent of the independent men who spoke in the debate 
only some points of detail, and none of principle, re- 
mained to be adjusted. Their agreement was so gréat 
that it facilitated a settlement of the question of Reform 
in the present session. ‘ These two pictures are goin 
recognizable as portraits of the same historical crisis. It 
cannot be that the fight was at the same time be- 
tween an innocent Ministry and a band of undisci- 
plined plunderets, and also between an aggressive 
Ministry and a majority of eminent consistent politi- 
cians resisting their evil machinations. 

But if these great authorities differ so widely in their 
appreciation of the past, they are no less antagonistic 
in their description of the present. According to Mr. 
Disraeli, a dissolution is about take place in order that 
the Queen’s Government may be supported by a patri- 
otic Parliament—an explanation amounting to an asser- 
tion as a matter of fact that the present Parliament is 
not a patriotic Parliament. Although broken up into 
separate paragraphs, like the Opposition which Mr. Dis- 
raeli describes, the argument is stated in his own words 
thus :—* It is necessary that the Queen’s Government 
should be supported by a patriotic Parliament. Her 
Majesty therefore, under the advice of, her: Ministers, 
wil shortly prorogue the present Parliament, with a 
view to its immediate dissolution.” Without the aid of 
Aldrich or Whately, the conclasion: is tolerably clear. 
Lord John Russell, on the other hand, professes a strong 
suspicion that Ministers have no reason at all for dissolv- 
ing Parliament, or, at any rate, that they are not doing 
so “in pursuit of a policy which they think bene- 
ficial to the country.” He says that Mr. Pitt dissolved 
in order to pass an Indian Bill and maintain the prero- 


gativé‘of the Crown; Lord Grey to pass the Reform 
Dill, Iad Mttwvuiue w yprullow measures of F 


Frade; Lord Palmerston to secure the prosecution of 
the war in China; but that, although he will not im- 
pute bad motives, the motive of Lord Derby is left to 
pure conjecture. Upon this point, especially as Lord 
John is in doubt, we may cling to the authority of Mr. 
Disraeli, who is likely to know his own motives best. 
The only exception we can take is to the soméwhat 
‘vague meaning of the word “ patriotic.”’’ If; as the ten- 
dency of the whole address weuld seem to show, “ pa- 
triotism” in Mr. Disraeli’s voeabulary means voting for a 
Disraeli Cabinet, perhaps the two contemporary histo- 
.Tians are, in this. particular, not very. far apart, and the 
two historians are not altogether irreconcilable. 

Lord Palmerston does riot forsake the precedents set 
him by his antagopist and his ally » but, without enter- 
ing into the discussion as to who gave the blow, he 
denies that the blow was mortal, or that it was, indeed, 
anything more than a well-intentioned “ nudge” giyen 
with the object of putting the Ministry mto the right 
path. “They were aininority.” Lord Palmerston in 
effect says—— They took the Government as a minority, 

they ought to have submitted to the conditions of 
r ag a mipority. They have done so before. They 
did so in the matter of the India Bill ;— what right had we 
to suspect that a Government so ductile- upon the 
‘subject of ling a Government for . 200,000,000 
of people would! have been so ugreasonahly impractica- 
ble about the exact amount of rent-paid by a few farmers 
and an uncertain aumber of borough householders ?” 
Lord John insists that they were wicked in their de- 
signs ; Lord Palmerston. believes that they were unduly

Lord Palmerston ac- 
cepts the conflicting statements, and insists that under 
neither of them does the, condition arise which justifies 
the dissolution. “The impression left by a perusal of 
these three manifestoes is that the question to be put to 
the country is not what shall be the future course of 
legislation, but—W hose fault is the dissolution ? 

The remarkable omission in all these addresses is the 
subject upon which the whole contest began—that of the 
future Reform Bill. Mr. Disraeli never mentions the 
topic, and tacitly invites his party to forget that he ever 
has mentioned it. Lord John Russell and Lord Pal- 
merston mentien only Mr. Disraeli’s Keform, and Lord 
John dismisses in an unmeaning phrase the subject of 
future Whig reform. This t popular cry has be- 
come a taunt, and not a Boast. Yonder roasts the 
chestnut. Lord Palmerston insists that the man’s fin- 
gers are not really burnt, and that if he had the pluck of 
a mouse he would have tried again. Mr. Disraeli tries 
to hide his burnt fingers. The enterprising competitors 
who are to get it from between the bars are clustered 
round the fire. Lord John points exultingly at the 
wounds of his predecessor, but speaks very vaguely of 
the process by which he himself intends to withdraw the 
dainty bit from the scorching embers.

ROMAN CATHOLICS IN INDIA. 

Amidst the present financial pressure, I am happy to 
state that the supreme Government have at last done 
an act of common justice to the Roman Catholic pubic 
in India, in appointing Catholic pricsts to every station 
where there shal] be at least 100 Roman Catholics, ne- 
tives of Great Britain and ireland, resident and in the 
employment of Government. Such priests are to re- 
ceive from 150rs. to 2007s. per mensem each; and the 
emoluments of the Rowan Catholic bishops, which have 
hitherto been only 250rs., have been raised to 500rs. 
Until within a recent period the major portion of the 
priests consisted of natives of Goa, who, from a want of 
a sufficient knowledge of English, were of littleorno use | 
to the European soldiery, Ainong whom their services 
were mostly required.

vourse of education to what is orcinarily termed a good 
school education, ‘Those, however, who have both time 
and inclination to enter upon the study of the higher 
branches of literature have every facility and induce- 
ment held out to them to do cv; but admission into 
the college division of the schocl can only be effected by 
affording ineontestible proof ofability to acquire the higher 
branches of education, I also notice that no mention is 
made in the Government resolation of the many schools 
that have been established for the education of native 
emale children. It is only fair to state that a number 
of these are in existence, and are upheld principally by 
the humbler classes of ihe people, who have already 
a just appreciation of the benefits attendant on the cu'- 
tivation of the mind. Great social refurms must be an- 
ticipated in the state of native society a few years 
hence ; and it must be said to the credit of the Govern- 
ment, that no means are lett untried by it to improve 
hot only the social but the moral condition of the mass 

of the ple.

This would require great 
caution, and must not be done in too great haste, as it would 
be necessary for some time to keep a large force in India. 

The Duke of ARGYLL looked with confience to the restor- 
ation of the finances of India, our present difficulties having 
arisen from the extraordinary expenditure for military pur- 
poses. He protested inst the connexion between the Im- 
perial and Indian treasuries, and rejected the doctrine of a 
virtual obligation of this country to pay Indian expenses. 
The holders of India Stock had received, in to the 
hazard they ran, a greater rate of interest, and he thought 
that an Imperial guarantee would only diminish that amount 
of care ros ml ion which the Indian financiers were 
now bound to exercises He entertained no doubt that the 
resources of India under a good Government and | taxa- 
tion were sufticient after a time to provide for the happiness 
and welfare of its inhabitants. He thought that to provide 
for the diticulties of the Indian exchequer no new taxes 
ought to be imposed, as the taxes were quite heavy enough. 
A reductiou of the salaries of civil servants and the employ- 
ment of a higher class of natives and a very great reduction 
of our military forces might bring back the finances to the 
state in which they were in 1 7, when the income was 
equal to the expenditure. 

Lord ELLENBOROUGH entirely agreed with the Duke 
of Argyll on the question of rantees, not so much as re- 
garded England as for the injury it would inflict on India. 
In an exceptional case like ais Lon Bill, however, it might 
be advisable to extend a ef a guarantee. It had 
been stated that the sum of 40,000,000/. had been guaranteed 
for railroads, and charged on the revenue of India. He pro- 
tested against such a system as that, for it had saddled the 
Government of India with a dead loss of 6,000,000/. All the 

resent financial difficulties arose out of those railroads, and 

e trusted that the Government would put an end to the pre- 
sent state of things. He regretted that the Government, 
while they were about it, had not asked for more money, for 
in finance as in war, time was everything. He thought the 
Home Government had some reason to complain of a want of 
foresight in the management of the Indian finances, and 
in some measure the Governor-General was responsible. 
After describing the way in which much of the recent 
debt had been incurred, he felt convinced that the only 
means to arrive at a satisfactory result was to reduce the na- 
tive army, and he su ted that 100,000 persons should be 
struck off the roll. ‘The European force, however, ought to be 
double what it was before the mutiny, aud with such an in- 
crease of its numbers, it could easily hold the country. It 
would be a dangerous experiment to Tochoass these 100,000 
men at once, as the chances are that they would one and all 
become Pindarees, but their discharge should be spread over 
a period of four or five years. In the present crisis it would 
be unworthy of the country not to come forward. A revision 
of taxation, he hoped, would soon compel the wealthy native 
to pay those taxes from which he was now exempt, and which 
fell with all their weight on his poor brethren. In such a re- 
vision he hoped the taxes would be equalized, for the people of 
Bengal ought not to pay a greater salt-tax than thoseof Ma- 
dras and Bombay. He informed the house that. a fund had 
been set apart by the Act of 1833 to accumulate for the pur- 
pose of paying off the Indian stock; that fund had now 
reached the sum of 4,700,0001, and he suggested that the 
British Government should guarantee interest upon that 
stock, and thereby they they would at once set free the whole 
of that sum for the present exigency. The real difficulties of 
the case were to be met not merely by lightening taxation, but 
by good government, in order to render the people content, 
and so to dispense with the presence of a large military 


force. 

Lord ALBEMARLE quoted a mass of figures to prove 
that the energies of the people of India were crushed beneath 
the weight of taxation, paying, as they do, at the rate of 
lés. or 18s. in the pound. He deprecated the levying of 
customs’ duties on those hardly-taxed people, and proposed, 
instead, export duty on the staple commodities of India, as 
such taxes would be paid by the wealthy foreigner, and not 
by the rack-rented Hindoo. 

Lord DONOUGHMORE pointed out a misconception un- 
der which Lord Ellenborough laboured in regard to deposits 
for railway shares paid in this country,—a system which 
was, in his opinion, productive of convenience to both 
countries. 

After a short conversation between Lords Derby, Ellen- 
borough, and Donoughmore on this point, the subject was re- 
sumed by 

Lord MONTEAGLE, who described the Indian finances 
as in a state of chronic deficiency, a condition for which it 
was always difficult to finda remedy. He entertained no 
doubt as to the responsibility of this country to meet the 
wants of the Indian revenue. 

The bill was then read a second time, was committed, was 
read a third time, and passed. 

The orders of the day were then disposed of, and the house 
adjourned at half-past eleven o’clock.

ART UNION OF IRELAND. 

The Managing Committee met on Tuesday last the 
5th instant, at the office, No 73, Grafton-street.

After the minutes of the last meeting had been read 
and confirmed, the Secretary read a long correspondence 
from various parties in reference to the works of art 
which should be approved of by the Committee as miaor 
prizes. A letter was read from Mr. Norton, secretary to 
the Arundel Society, in reply to a communication from 
Mr. Mulvany as to some arrangement by which the 
valuable annual publications of that society might be 
made available as minor prizes. Mr. Norton writes :— 

“T have had great pleasure in taking the earliest oppor- 
tunity of submitting your communications of the 15th 
instant to the Council of this Society, and further to in- 
form you that they see no possible objection to your pro- 
posal being carried out, subject to certain conditions.” 

The Council proposes that the Art Union of Ireland 
should be considered as subscribing to the Society, with 
the privilege of taking as many copies of our publica- 
tions as it may require for the purpose of disiribution in 
the form of small prizes to its members, and subject also 
to the usual rules adopted universally to members of 
pre-payment. 

The Arundel Society was founded in the year 1849, 
with the object of preserving the record and diffusing 
the knowledge of the most important monuments of 
paintings and sculpture by engravings and other me- 
chanical means of reproduction. The committee were 
unanimously of opinion that such a facility of obtaining 
the interesting pubiications of this Society would be wel- 
come to many of the winners of small prizes ; and the 
secretary was, therefore, authorized to communicate 
further with Mr. Norton with a view to complete such 
arrangement. 

It was resolved thet prize-holders should be at liberty 
to select from the approaching Exhibition in Belfast as 
well as that of the Royal Hibernian Academy, provided 
that price catalogues were in both cases deposited with 
the Secretary of the Art Union in accordance with the 
printed regulat ons to that effect previous to the distri- 
bution of prizes. 

It was further resolved that the first distribution of 
prizes should take place on Saturday the 30th instant, 
and that the subscription lists for the current year should 
close on the 28th instant. ‘The Secretary was directed 
to issue a circular to all the agents of the association to 
the foregoing effect, and to request that the local lists 
throughout the country should be closed on Saturday 
the 23rd instant, and all lists of subscribers forwarded 
to the office, and all subscriptions paid in at furthest on 
the Monday following. Under the system of this asso- 
ciation, whereby the right of selection lies with the 
prize-holder or his nominee, it is necesssary, in order 
that they may have the earliest opportunity of selecting 
works irom the Exhibition, that the distribution of 
prizes shall take place previous to the opening of 
the annual Exhibition of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy, which is appointed for Monday the 2nd 
of May next. As, hitherto, the subscription lists of 
Art Unions have remained open during the period of 
exhibition, it is most desirable to make fully known 
that tlhe closing of the lists of the Art Union of Ireland 
is final for each season on the day fixed ; and all who 
desire to shure in the chances of this distribution, and 
thus avail themselves of the approaching exhibitions, 
must subscribe on or before the 28th instant. 

The Sub-committee was appointed to meet on Thurs- 
day (this day), at three o’clock, to make further arrange- 
ments as to the mincr prizes ; and it was arranged that 
the General Committee should meet every ‘Tuesday 
until the period of the distribution.
